| Confetti In 
Space Tests 


High Winds

FORT MONMOUTH, N. J. — 
Army scientists conducting 
tests, using rockets which release 
metallic confetti more than 50 
miles above the earth, to plot 
winds in the upper atmosphere. 

The tests are to provide accu- 
rate information on wind behavior 
at high altitudes. This is neces- 
sary for delivery of an intercon- 
tinental ballistic missile on target, 
and for developing new weather 
forecasting theories. 
| The new method, devised by 
scientists at the U.S. Army Signal 
Engineering Laboratories here,

employs small Loki II rockets car- 
rying packets of confetti-like alum- 
inum chaff. At a pre-timed alti- 
tude, a cloud of chaff is released 
and tracked by radar to produce 
a fast and aceurate wind profile. 

The Loki rockets reach 283,000 
feet, or about 54 miles into space. 
The light chaff has been swept 
along at some 200 miles an hour 
by the silent winds. Continuous 
measurements have been made 
from the maximum altitude down 
to levels less than 100,000 feet. 

Recent tests show this method 
can give an unbroken map of 
wind speed and ‘direction—the first 
time in history this has been pos- 
sible at such altitudes. 

The Loki dart, which carries the 
chaff, is 40 inches\long. Its rocket 
engine, which drops off, is five 
feet long.

This means that a pattially-dis- 
abled (30 percent or better) re- 
tiree under most cireumstances has 
a deduction of $5200 yearly. If 
this doesn’t put him into the tax- 
free bracket, he then can call on 
normal husband-wife, state and

normal deductions. ‘ 

DISABILITY retirees who have 
not yet filed their 1957 income tax 
returns should check with their 
local Internal Revenue Service of- 
fice to_see if they qualify under 
the ruling. Each case will be 
judged individually, Defense offi- 
cials said. 

Retirees who qualify for the 
“sick pay” deduction can - file 
amended tax returns for as far 
back at 1954, the IRS announce- 
ment said. April 15 is the dead- 
line to claim the exemption for 
1954 incomes, though, so retirees 
were urged to act promptly. 

A Pentagon spokesman gave this 
example of how the new deduction 
works in the case of a Regular 
colonel: 

“Normal retirement age” would 
be 60 years old, or 30 years service, 
whichever occurs first. 

The officer was retired on dis- 
ability with 25 years service and 
at 55 years of age.

4.2-Inch Mortar Carrier 


FORT POLK, La.—The hew 4.2- 
inch mortar carrier, M84, is being 
tested here for the Continental 
Army Command by Combat Com- 
mand A, 1st Armd. Div. 

This vehicle has been developed 
to increase the mobility of the 4.2- 
inch mortar. Formerly, 4.2-inch 
mortars were transported in trucks 
and had to be removed and assem- 
bled prior to firing. The M84 en- 
ables the mortar to be pernfanently 
mounted in the vehicle ready for 
firing at all times. 

The M&4 carrier is a modification 
of the M59 personnel carrier. It 
differs only in that the mortar is 
mounted in the rear of the vehicle 
and it has a retractable roof, which 
affords necessary clearance when 
firing. The vehicle carries its en- 
tire crew and sufficient ammuni- 
tion to operate independently on 
the modern battlefield.

Defends Role 


Of Infantry in Atom War 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — A fea- 
ture article, “The Infantryman in 
the Atomic Age,” written by Mai. 
Gen. Herbert B. Powell, command- 
ing general, Infantry Center at 
Benning, appears in the April 
issue of Army Information Digest, 

In the eight-page thesis Gen. 
Powell emphasizes that the recent 
technological developments in nu- 
clear and other fields have en- 
hanced the role of the Infantry- 
man. He explains the Infantry’s 
capabilities and purpose, remind- 
ing the reader that “the Commun- 
ist bloc has never committed ag- 
gression where the American com- 
bat infantryman was physically 
present.” 

Gen. Powell stressed the value

SO WHY NOT PAY the radar 
technicians more than the cooks? 
%o be sure this is done to a cer- 
tain extent now; through faster 
promotion and better grade allo- 
cations, so that a radar technician 
soon earns more than a cook. 

But are grade allocations the 
way to reward the technician? 
That makes all. chiefs, and few 
Indians, the argument goes, and 
too many- men who get some 
stripes on their sleeves don’t want 
to work. They want to “supervise.” 

That’s a silly attitude, somewhat 
prevalent out of, as well as in, the 
military, and ought to be knocked 
out of the heads of those who har- 
bor it. 

So there’s the case for proficien- 
cy pay. n ‘ 


BEFORE stating the other side, 
maybe we ought to restate, in a 
nutshell, what the Cordiner pro- 
plan is. 

Up to 15 percent of men in each 
service could get it. 

“It” is a one- or two-grade pro- 
motion so far as pay (including re- 
tirement pay, reenlistment bonuses 
and all that) is concerned but not 
so far as any outward change in 
rank (including such privileges of 
rank as housing priority or club 
membership) is concerned. 

Pro-pay could go only to those 
in E4 through E-8. That is, once 
an E-4, a specialist could be given 
pay of an E-5 or an E46. An E-7 
could get E-8 or E-9 pay. An E8 
could get E-9 pay. 

A man could compete for pro- 
motion as usual. For instance, an 
E4 getting E-6 pay. could be _pro- 
moted to E-5 and could, if his serv- 
ice wanted to, be given E-7 pay. 

Once granted, pro-pay would not 
be withdrawn except for cause... 
except that in mobilization all pro- 
pay would suspend.

NOW THE ARGUMENTS 
against.

4. HOW ABOUT team spirit? 
In the Navy, cooks aren’t just 
cooks; they man guns when the 
gong sounds. Gunner’s mates 
aren’t exactly a scarce commodity 
(there being only modest civilian 
demand for their skills) but 
they’re as important to a ship as 


any electronics lad that ever 
breathed... Ditto for boatswain’s 
mates, 

In the Army — where cooks, 
too, fought in the ‘Ardennes — a 
painful-job of building up the 


prestige of the infantry by rank 
(i.e., pay) upgrading just about 
ended. Is it now to be undone, 
by up-ranking the hard-skill men? 


(Not that infantry team leader- 
ship isn’t a tough skill; it’s just 
that- General Electric isn’t hiring 
people for -infantry jobs now, 
sorry.) 


5. The military isn’t industry. 
Civilian companies hire skills as 
they need them, pay what they 
have-to, lay off- when the need ‘is 
past. Above all, they have time to 
build the work force they want 
for a job. 

But the military doesn’t hire 
technicians as such. It brings -in 
young men, and. based on some 
tests and the need of the moment 
makes one recruit a cook, another 
a radarman.. Both are obligated by 
law to thé same period of service. 
Both will be trained at government 
expense in their skill. One, under 
such choices wil] end his hitch an 
E-3; the other, an E-5. Cordiner 
would compound this inequity by 
giving the lucky one picked fo: ra- 
dar training and archance at E-5 
the pay of an E-7, as soon as he 
reenlists. 

* +. om 

THERE ARE the pros and cons. 

Although the services all say they 
like the Cordiner package, you 
never saw such squabbling over 
how this part of the package is 
to. be implemented. Navy and Ma- 
rinés want all specialists to share 
in pro-pay; Air Force wants it 
limited to scarce skills. One wants 
E-3 included. Is each right (for his 
service), or are all wrong? 

We aren’t going to answer that 
question, or even voice an opinion 
on this very controversial pro-pay 
issue, except this: 

We don’t think it will work very 
well as now designed. 

One more matter and we're 





done. 


That is the situation of the en- 
listed .person who makes, or has 
made, commissioned status after 
considerable period of enlisted 
service, 


Since even E-5s may make as 
much as 0-1, the problem of how 
to pay senior enlisted men who ac- 
cept commissions is an acute one. 

Cordiner dvesn’t think it is. He 
does propose that those who win 
commissions under limited duty 
officer programs shall get warrant 
pay. (Fine—to an extent—for that 
group, but adding insult to injury 
to the non-I.DOs.) Otherwise, he 
thinks that such commissions as 
are given shall be to such special- 
ists as shall merit 0-3, at least. 

In short, this “incentive” bill 
destroys the most important in- 
centive of all—the incentive for 
the capable enlisted man to rise 
to officer status. 

We commend to the Cordiner 
committee the views of one of the 
greatest military geniuses of all 
times. It was Napoleon who said 
that every soldier of France car- 
ried a marshal’s baton in his knap- 
sack. 

. * . 

EVEN SAVED PAY on promo- 
tion is not quite enough, consider- 
ing the extra expenses an officer 
undergoes. And as we said before, 
an experienced enlisted man ap- 
pointed an officer is worth more 
than other new officers, initially, 
because of his experience. 

We think an enlisted man ap- 
pointed an officer, or warrant, 
should. get: 

1. A $300 uniform allowance. 

2. The pay of his enlisted or 
warrant grade saved to him, plus 
a pay raise—say $45 to $60 or 
so—to recognize that he has in 
fact been promoted. This sum 
should further be increased by 
a fogy of at least $7.50 each 
two years, until he reaches a 
grade whose regular pay is 
greater than saved pay, bonus 
and fogies. 

But there would be no differ- 
ence in the pay of O-4s of like 
service in grade, regardless of 
prior service. 

The above’is proposed if in- 
grade replaces longevity. If longe- 
vity is retained, as we urge, the 
standard pay tables probably can 
accommodate the ex-enlisteds or 
ex-warrants. 

~ * . 

AS FOR those ex-enlisteds al- 
ready officers, men who earned 
their ranks by capable war service, 
Cordiner blithely proposes to 
“save” their present pay. Not even 
the increases they would have had 
under the Career Compensation 
Act to lvok forward to! 

If this is not a breach of faith, 
to single out a particular group 
for a pay cut in a time of rising 
prices, we don’t know the meaning 
of justice. 

Our proposal—again if longe- 
vity is ditched—is that until they

FRANCIS CREDITED the states 
with the progress that has been 
made since 1955 in opening the 
way for more service voting. That 
was the year Congress passed the 
Federal Voting Assistance Act 
setting guidelines for the program 
but leaving actual rules to the 
states. Since then, he said, 40 
states have changed or are study- 
ing changes in their voting laws 
in order that servicemen may vote. 

The secretary cited these major 
changes since the 1956 election: 

Kansas — The Legislature in 
1957 amended voting laws to bring 
coverage to all persons included 
in the Federal Act. 

Maryland — In 1956 extended 
absentee ballot privileges to U.S. 
government civilian employees and 
Armed Forces dependents. Service- 
men already were covered. 

New Mexico -— Because of con- 
stitutional questions, this was the 
only state with no provisions for 
absentee voting. The 1957 legis- 
lature extended the privilege to 
servicemen and federal office hold- 
ers. Some 12,000 absentee resi- 
dents will have an opportunity to 
vote for the first time this year. 

North Dakota — Broadened its 
absentee ballot laws in 1957 to in- 
clude all persons covered in the 
Federel Voting Assistance Act. 

Oklahoma — The 1957 legisla- 
ture extended the absentee vote 
to dependents of service personnel. 

South Dakota — The 1957 legis- 
lature extended voting laws to 
comply more fully with the fed- 
eral policy. 

Tennessee — Enacted legisla- 
tion in 1957 to allow absentee vot- 
ing- for all persons covered by the 
federal law.

Happily, the editors of the booklet from 
which the above is an excerpt added a note 
saying “This concept is not to be considered 
necessarily valid.” Still, perhaps it is not too 
early to wonder if the “vanishing-man” 
theory has indeed achieved important status 
in military thinking. 

The critical assessment of Seventh 
Army’s recent “Sabre Hawk” maneuver in 
Germany is not complete, for example, but 
we already hear some disquieting reports 
centering on the paucity of troops in mod- 
ern battle. This was the first large-scale 
test of the Army’s ability to fight an atomic 
war with “pentomic” formations. 

Apparently, neither side in the mock war 
was prepared for the enormous number of 
“casualties” inflicted by the foe (both as- 
sumed to have a full complement of atomic 
arms). Missile hits were assessed by umpires 
to have inflicted as high as 40 percent 
casualties on small and large units. Entire 
battalions were declared out of action. Com- 
pany-sized units managed to work their way 
into missile-launching areas and capture the 
sites. Commanders complained that they 
still needed conventional artillery to support 
their troops when it was found that the at- 
tackers had approached within the minimum 
range of defensive ground-based missile 
weapons. (Under the pentomic concept, con- 
ventional division artillery has been reduced 
in numbers, the light mortar and 57mm re- 
coilless rifle have been taken from the com- 
pany). 

It was indicated, in the first reports at 
least, that dispersion on the atomic battle- 
field was not going to be the final answer to 
anything. With casualties greatly increased 
in number over those incurred in past war- 
fare, huge gaps were torn in both offensive 
and defensive systems. Since no adequate 
provision had been made to replace units 
wiped out by nuclear fire, parent units were 
noticeably weakened and lost much of their 
staying power in the field. 

It has already been concluded, as a prin- 
cipal lesson of “Sabre Hawk,” that some way 
must be found to form combat units which 
are “twins” of those in action, holding them 
in reserve until they are needed to move in 
as a body. The need to provide stronger 
screens around missile sites is also recog- 
nized. 

But if changes are made along these lines 
—and perhaps along others still under discus- 
sion—will not the whole pentomic conception 
be altered? The central idea has been built 
into a division far below its former conven- 
tional strength ; if the manpower is increased, 
presumably the division’s tactical precepts 
must be changed also. 

The Army’s leaders have said all along 
that, far from demanding fewer troops than 
in the past, atomic war would require more. 
Advance reports from “Sabre Hawk” would 
seem to endorse this belief.

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Keep Stripes on the Job— 


By “A COMPANY COMMANDER”

During the past 10 years, much con- 
sideration has been given to the various 
enlisted men’s jobs and to what ranks or 
ratings should be authorized for the jobs. 
As an illustration, during World War II, 
the line units were authorized the staff 
sergeant (equivalent to our present ser- 
geant) for platoon sergeant. For squad 
leaders, they were authorized sergeant 
(our present corporal) or corporal (our 
present private first class). 

It was decided that these troops were 
not being given proper recognition for the 
jobs they were doing, so the TO&Es were 
changed to reflect an authorization for 
platoon sergeants to be master sergeants, 
squad leaders to be sergeants first class, 
and assistant squad leaders to be sergeants 
(the rank formerly authorized for platoon 
sergeants). 

The one big drawback to this was that 
personnel were allowed to move into these 
slots, receive their promotions and then 
move on to other jobs, taking their stripes 
with them. The end results are an Army- 
wide overstrength of NCOs in the top 
grades, and commanders with companies 
having all sorts of vacancies, but no au- 
thority to promote those doing the job. 

Higher headquarters saw the need for 
NCOs in the units and since they could 
not exceed authorized allocations for the 
pay of NCOs, decided that unit command- 
ers should promote prospective NCOs to 
“Acting” NCOs. 

The individual was given the privileges 
of an NCO, such as wearing the stripes, 
being called sergeant or corporal, perform- 
ing NCO duties. 

As for the unit commander, it gave his 
unit a false appearance of being well- 
stocked with NCOs. But there was noth- 
ing in this to motivate these prospective 
NCOs to dig in and become proficient at 
their jobs. 

Business concerns do not put individuals 
into “acting” foreman or “acting” man- 
ager positions, nor do they give them such 


increased responsibilities without corr 
ponding pay. 

We realize we have to live wi a 
budget and cannot arbitrarily have 
manders promote everyone « holding! a 
TO&E position which calls for a higher 
grade, 

However, I am sure that somewhere in 
the Army there are 12 sergeants first class 
and master sergeants that fit into the va- 
cancies existing in my company and are 
not holding TO&E positions. I would like 
to give them six months to return to 
TO&E positions or turn in their stripes so 
that the people doing the job can receive 
the pay for it. 

From that point on, the stripes should 
remain with the job and the company 
commander should have the authority to 
promote and demote as necessary to keep 
a full complement of qualified NCOs. 

If an NCO elects to transfer from his 
unit, he would do so realizing that his 
stripes remained and that he may or may 
not receive his stripes, depending upon 
the vacancies in his new unit. If an NCO 
is transferred to another station without 
his request, it should be done by orders 
transferring him to a job having a vacancy 
for his rank and MOS. 

If this system were reinstated in the 
Army, the unit commander could begin 
once again to command and develop his 
company, instead of just being the man 
who signs for the property. 

As for some of these miscellaneous 
jobs, such as boiler room inspector, golf 
course NCO, etc., that are held by many of 
our NCOs, if the Army considers them so 
important then there should be a TO&E 
authorization for them which does not 
penalize the essential Army units. 

My views on this subject should not be 
construed as condemning NCOs who have 
earned their stripes and moved to more 
desirable jobs. However, I do. believe that 
“going to pasture” should be done after 
retirement and not to the detriment of 
the basic units. of the Army.

Act—the present pay law—he will 
make $192,022.92 instead of the 
$195,766.92 that I reported. This 
is a difference of $3,644 over a 
30-year period, or $10 a month. 

In fact, this makes a Navy ca- 
reer, under present law, less valu- 
able than an Air Force career, 
whose total value in active duty 
pay is $192,646.92—or $624 more 
over a 30-year period. (An Army 
career is still worth only $187,545.72 
in active duty pay).

NOW, the strange thing is that 
when a Navy career is evaluated 
under the pay proposal (now mori- 
bund) advanced by the Defense 
Department, a Navy career is 
worth $235,512 in total active duty 
pay. This is $8,580 less than the 
figure I first computed on time- 
in-grade for promotion. But it is 





the Air Force an officer will make 


events after 22% years service. 
The Navy file has to wait six more 
(instead of six less) months to 
reach captain (0-6). Again, the 
Army career remains worth $219,- 
207 in active duty pay. 

Let’s wrap up this business of 
total cash value of a military ca- 
reer right now. Under the Career 
Compensation Act, a man who 
picks an Air Force or Navy ca- 
reer can expect to realize some- 
thing like $432,000 to $433,000 in 
total income from the age of 23 
until he dies. This includes ac- 
tive duty and retired pay, quar- 
ters allowance, rations and Social 
Security. In- these two services, 
many officers draw, in addition, 
incentive or hazardous duty pay 
in ‘the form of flight or submarine 
pay. Frankly, I haven’t figured out 
hdéw much more this is. 


. 


IN THE ARMY, under the Career 


-| Compensation Act, the average .30- 


year careerist can expect to realize 
something like $426,000. He’ll get 
more, of course, if he is a pilot 
or draws jump pay—the two larg- 
est areas of extra pay. But even 
so, jump pay doesn’t approach 
flight pay in value. 

Now, under the Defense bill, 
this same officer would make a 
total of $503,000 to $505,000 if he 
is in -the Navy or the Air Force. 
In the Army, he would realize 
about $488,000. 

Disregarding jump, flight, sub- 
marine pay, etc., an Air Force or 
Navy career is worth on the aver- 
age $500 a year more than an 
Army career over the 30 active 
years. 

I originally said that a Navy 
career is worth $829.50 a year 
more. But the error was in the 
details, not in the conclusion. Be- 
cause of Navy and Air Force pro- 
motion policies today, the 30-year 
Army career is worth about 
$15,000 less than one in the other 
services. This is one (and a seri- 
ous) objection to in-grade rather 
than langevity as a system of fig- 
uring pay raises. 

+ e 7: 

THERE is another point about 

the pay bill to which few people 





still more than the Air Force fig- 
ure of $233,787, even though in 


have devoted sufficient attention. 
This concerns what the proposed 





in-grade system would mean to 
officers now starting their careers 
or who started them 10 to 13 years 
ago, compared to what the bill 
will mean for those whose careers 
started before or during War II. 

The figures aren’t available to 
analyze this difference. But the 
fact is that because of the circum- 
stance of war, men with 16 to 20 
years service are today colonels 
and lieutenant colonels. Men with 
only four years less service have 


just made major. They won’t make | ° 


colonel (or even lieutenant colo- 
nel) for years—many more than 
four years. 

Result is that with an in-grade 
raise system, those who have al- 
ready achieved high rank under 
the accelerated promotions of War 
If and Korea would realize far 
more in total income from mili- 
tary service than would those who, 
by an accident of time and birth, 
could not benefit from accelera- 
tion of promotions. 

. * . 


THE IN-GRADE system proposed 
by Cordiner and endorsed in modi- 
fied form by the Defense Depart- 
ment is one which rewards those 
who already have. It is an incen- 
tive bill in the sense that it would 
encourage men in the upper grades 
to stay in, slowing down further 
promotions for those behind them. 

Because of this, the bill is any- 
thing but an incentive bill for 
those in the middle grades with 
medium length of service. 

Fortunately, this is something 
of which Congressional pay ex- 
perts like Rep. Paul Kilday, chair- 
man of the pay committee, and 
Russ Blandford, the committee 
counsel, are aware. They propose 
to do something about it. In the 
bill upcoming, a solution will be 
found. 

But the bill must go to the Sen- 
ate, where the “haves” will be 
testifying again. Possibly the Sen- 
ate experts will be as keen as 
those in the House in discovering 
this flaw.

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Assignment: Space 
How They'll Build 
A Space Station 


By WILLY LEY 
Some five or six years from now an enormous rocket will 
roar up into the sky. Its takeoff weight will be around a 


thousand tons. And its third stage, on top of the whole 
assembly, will be neither a warhead nor an artificial satellite. 








It will be a small rocket ship which 
will look like an airplane. There 
will be a crew of, say, five men 
inside who will be carried into an 
orbit by their vehicle. 

After orbiting around the earth 
for a number of times ae = 
of the small , 
ship will fire his 
rocket motor 
for a few sec- ~ 
onds in the di- % 
rection of his j 
movement. This 
will slow, his 
ship down so 
that it leaves 
the orbit and 
begins to follow 
a long and. shal- 
low curve which 
will bring it in- 
to the earth’s atmosphere. Once 
inside the atmosphere the captain 
will reduce the speed of his ship 
some more until its movement has 
become slower than the speed of 
sound. Then he'll land like an 
airplane. Of course, he'll try to 
go to his home base for landing, 
but if necessary any commercial 
airport will do. 

Let us suppose now that some- 
thing was thrown out of the orbit- 
ing ship before the captain used 
his rocket motor to break out of 
the orbit. What would happen to 
this discarded “something?” It 
would stay in orbit, of course, and 
keep circling the earth 

Piecemeal Project 

It is this fact upon which the 
whole concept of building a space 
station is based. Naturally the 
station could not be lifted off the 
ground as a whole and be put into 
an orbit. It has to be taken apart 
and carried into the orbit piece- 
meal, to be reassembled when all 
the pieces are orbiting. 

The first suggestion for the con- 
struction of such a space station, 
made by Dr. Wernher Von Braun 
in the March 22, 1952, issue of the 
now-defunct Collier’s magazine, had 
‘a procedure in mind which worked 
with piloted rocket ships only. 

It was then thought that the 
pieces of the space station could be 
put into an orbit by 20 or 25 man- 
ned flights. The ships were to take 
off one by one, 24 or 48 hours apart. 
They were all to go into the same 
orbit. And each pilot was to man- 
euver his ship as close as possible 
to the orbiting construction ma- 
terial brought up by earlier ships 
before he started unloading his 
Own cargo. 

A year or so later other rocket 
scientists; notably <A. Kraft 
Ehricke, started pointing out that 
this was a wasteful procedure. One 
could save uncounted tons of fuel 
if most of the space station was 
carried into the orbit by cargo- 
carrying rockets which did not 
have a pilot. 

Nor was it necessary to return 
their third stages to the ground; 
they might just as well be left in 
the orbit and might furnish some 
construction material with the 
metal plates of their hulls. 

A Simple Trick 

Of course, it would be very near- 
ly impossible to maneuver the 
unmanned cargo carriers so care- 
fully that they would not only go 
into the same orbit but would even 
come together in the same place in 
that orbit. 

But this impossibility could be 
circumvented by a rather simple 
trick. It was impossible to get the 
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third stages of the cargo carriers 
together in one spot if you tried to 
guide them from the ground. It 
was an entirely different story if 
you guided them from a ship in 
space. 

The present-day concept of how 
the space station will be built is, 
therefore, as follows: 


After the space station has been 
completed and tested on the ground 
it is taken apart and stowed for 
lifting in so many third-stage cargo 


| | compactments, Then a manned ship 


which does not have to carry any 
cargo itself, takes off and goes into 
the orbit selected for the space 
station. 

While this manned ship is in 
the orbit the cargo rockets are fired 
one by one and the manned ship, 
when they have reached space, 
maneuvers them together by re- 
mote control. 


In other words, the manned ship 
will serve as the center upon which 
all the cargo pods are made to 
converge. 


This method of controlling the 
cargo pods is virtually foolproof. 
At any event, nobody can think of 
any flaw in the reasoning now, 
short of the malfunction of a whole 
stage of the cargo-carrying ships. 

Space Station Material 

The material of which the space 
station will be built will be a flexi- 
ble plastic which is strengthened 
by imbedding a nylon or a wire net. 
Of course there will be ringshaped 
metal parts to provide shape and 
strength, but what keeps the air 
in will be the plastic. 

On the outside this plastic will 
be covered—at a distance of one 
or two inches by thin sheet metal 
plates. These metal plates will be 
the “meteor bumpers,” as they 
have been dubbed by Dr. Fred L. 
Whipple. 

It is most unlikely that the space 
station will encounter a meteor of 
any size, but it will be pelled all 
the time by particles the size of 
very fine dust. This cosmic dust 


will be stopped by the metal “me- 


teor bumper.” 


New Housing Opens at Stewart 


FORT STEWART, Ga.—Soldiers and their families have started moving into Fort Stew- 
art’s $6-million Capehart housing project, the first permanent housing facility at this post. 
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Personnel are moving into 70 
units, 56 for enlisted men and 14 
for officers, which were accepted 
by the Army March 5. It is ex- 
pected all quarters of the 388-unit 
project will be completed and oc- 
cupied by June. 

The R. P. Farnsworth Co. of 
New Orleans, general contractor, 
is applying finishing touches to 
the remainder of units and plans 
to grass lawn areas starting April 
15. Asphalt streets will be laid 
as weather permits. 

Ground was broken for the proj- 
ect March 8, 1957. Named “Hall- 
wood,” it is located near the post 
golf course in a pleasant pine- 
wooded area. 

It provides 320 family-units for 
enlisted men, with 40 row apart- 
ment-type buildings containing 
eight 3-bedroom units each. For 
officers, there are 68 units — 34 
duplex-type buildings with two 3- 
bedroom units in each. 

Heating will be by forced air, 
oil-fired, with a tank, furnace, and 
electric hot-water heater in each 
unit. The quarters are furnished

Dugway Prov. Gd., Utah 


ESPITE the isolation of this 
Chemical Corps post, the hous- 
ing situation here is excellent. 

Although there are only two sets 
of governmem quarters for officers 
and 44 for first three graders, there 
is a’ 400-unit Wherry project in 
which 30 units were available when 
Dugway reported to Army Times. 

Rents in the Wherry project de- 
pend on income, ranging from 
$53.66 for the scarce one bedroom 
units ¢o $101.10 for a three bed- 
room detached home. These rents 
include stove, refrigerator, garage, 
water, sewage disposal, garbage 
collection, fire protection, street 
maintenance, street snow removal 
and taxes. The rents do not include 
electricity and heating. 

Post information people urge 
wewcomers to try to rent quar- 
ters on post. “Due to the severity 
of winter storms,” they write, 
“the mountain pass between the 
post and the nearest civilian 
community is slick, hazardous 
and is often closed for several 
hours at a time. An alternate 
flat highway exists, and its use 
will add 19 miles one way to the 
road distance to Tooele or Salt 
Lake City (80 miles). 

The information people also sug- 
gest that married enlisted men who 
want a one bedroom Wherry unit

F you have orders for Fitzsimons, 

the post has a handbook which 
says the following about housing: 

“The family quarters situation 
here is much the same as at other 
installations. Those desiring quar- 
ters at the post exceed the number 
of family type quarters available. 
Each officer assigned to this hospi- 
tal is automatically placed at the 
bottom of the waiting list. Priority 
is determined according to date of 
assignment to this installation. 


“Temporary accommodations are 
usually available in numerous tour- 
ist courts near the hospital and in 
Aurora and Denver. Rents at these 
courts are considerably higher dur- 
ing the tourist season, becoming 
more reasonable during fall and 
early spring. The housing agency 
on the post also maintains lists 
of rental units in Denver and 
Aurora. Denver and its suburbs 
are growing rapidly and there is 
considerable new housing under 
construction. Rents are quite high, 
however.” 

The family quarters consist of 
56 units for officers, 78 for enlisted 
men. Officers can anticipate a 
wait of about three months, EM 
should expect to wait about six 
months. 

There is a 200-unit Wherry proj- 
ect, half for officers, half for EM 
The rents here range from $79.50 
for a one bedroom unit without a 
basement to $111.50 for three bed- 
rooms with basement. A form is 
available to apply for housing be- 
fore arrival. 

About four dozen families live 
in privately-owned trailers in the 
area. 

For briefs visits, the PX handles 
reservations at the Officers’ Club, 
the. guest house and the guest 
house annex. 

Post officials advise newcomers: 

“It is recommended that a spon- 
sor and his family plan to accom- 
modate themselves off-post in fur- 
nished housing as long as possible, 
allowing their household goods to 
remain in authorized. storage fa- 
cilities until on-post housing is 
available.”

FORT SILL, Okla. — A peace 
pipe with which Gen. George Arm- 
Strong Custer supposedly ‘“be- 
trayed” the Cheyenne chiefs in 
April, 1868, has been added to the 
Artillery and Missile Center Mu- 
seum’s growing collection of his- 
torical artifacts. 

Smoked by Custer and group of 
Cheyenne chiefs on the Sweetwater 
after the Battle of the Washita, 
the pipe was given the museum by 
old time Oklahoma Settler Claude 
Hensley of Oklahoma City. Along 
with it is a letter certifying its 
authenticity. 

According to Hensley and his 
tory, Custer was sent out from 
Fort Sill in 1868 by Gen. Philip 
Sheridan to drive the Cheyenne 
back into their reservations. He 
met them on the Sweetwater in 
April of that year, with Mona- 
Sita, “daughter of a Cheyenne 
chief, acting as interpreter.

WASHINGTON. — Scientists of 
the Army Engineers have found 
that Greenland snow will support 
the movement. of practically any 
track-laying vehicle which has been 
put on the snow during three sum- 
mer seasons of testing on the ice 
cap. 

Working with the Engineer 
Aretic Task Force, the scientists, 
who are regularly attached to the 
Army Mobility Research Center at 
the Waterways Experiment Station, 
Vicksburg, Miss., conducted 426 
tests during the summers of 1954, 


(1955 and.1957. No testing was done 
in the summer of 1956. 

The primary purpose of the 
trafficability studies in Greenland 
is to develop instruments and tech- 
niques which permit the evalua- 
tion of the traffic-carrying ability 
of the snow. 

The scientists said that when the 
studies have been completed and 
the instruments and techniques de- 
veloped, it will be feasible, based 
on measurements made in the snow, 
te estimate the chances for success-

Fort Rucker Reopens 
Renovated Service Club 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — Cere- 
monies March 16, marked the re- 
opening of the Post Service Club, 
which has been expanded and mod- 
ernized under a $04,000 contract. 

A special team of architects and 
interior decorators was sent down 
from Third Army ‘Headquarters, 
Fort McPherson, Ga., when money 
was allocated for the renovation 
last year out of the Third Army 
non-appropriated funds account. 
They drew up designs and deter- 
mined what furnishings would be 
appropriate. 

A $3000 sound system will pro- 
vide taped or recorded hi-fi back- 
ground music to every room in the 
club, although “individual rooms 
can be cut off if the occupants de- 
sire quiet. The same equipment 
provides a public address outlet. 

The club has hardwood flooring, 
indirect lighting, and modernistic 
chandeliers. Circling the mezza- 
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nine is a parapet set with dark 
green, unbreakable glass. 

At one end of the main hall, 
which will be used for dances and 
group activities, is a slightly raised 
platform. It is equipped with a 
grand piano and stage curtains. 

There is also a fully outfitted 
kitchen, which will be put at the 
disposal of men who wish to pre- 
pare their own special dinners; a 
large reading and writing room, 
stocked with stationery and the 
latest magazines; four music rooms,* 
all of them sound-proofed and two 
with pianos; a rehearsal room, 
also with a piano; a> ping-pong 
room and.a billiard room; and two

In the summer of 1955, a 16-man 


team, under Adam A. _ Rula, 
Knight’s assistant at Vicksburg, 
sought snow conditions suitable 


for testing both sides of the trail 
from Camp Tuft, nearest camp of 
the Engineer Arctic Ask Force to 
Thule, to Camp Fist Clench, 220 
miles out on the Ice Cap. Ninety- 
five tests were performed in two 
months on dry and moist fine- 
grained snow and on moist and wet 
coarse-grained snow. 

Last year, a site near Mile 30 
was selected as a test camp. An- 
other 25-man team from the Water- 
ways Experiment Station under 
Rula arrived in April, established 
a camp and began tests. The object

Georgia Area 
Near Stewart 
Surveyed 





FORT STEWART, Ga. Has 
anyone with a surveying instru 
ment been studying your area 
lately? 


If so, he’s likely to be a member 
of an Army Map Service team cur- 
rently surveying a huge chunk of 
Georgia territory that contains Fort 
Stewart. 

The area is being field-surveyed 
to bring its topographical mapping 
up to date. It is in the shape of a 
1500-square-mile rectangle, with 
Adabelle and the Altahama River 
close to the western corners, and 
Blanford and Sunbury near the 
eastern corners. 

The team of six civilians is 
working from west to east, and ex- 
pects to reach Hinesville and Fort 


Stewart in several weeks. Thomas 
E. Herron, of Morganfield, Ky., 
project engineer, says the field 
edit, which was begun in February, 
should take two more months. 
Purpose of the edit is to locate 
all new “cultural features” which 
have been created since the last 


Army Map Service edit of the area 
in 1947. As references in its study, 
the team is using the 1947 maps 
and aerial photographs taken last 
year. 


“Cultural features” are man- 
made—new buildings, utilities, 
roads, vegetation cuts or growth, 


farm ponds, and others, all of which 
are being plotted in terms of ele- 
vation and distance from known 
objects. 

Traveling in a jeep, and armed 
with an adilade, the team is care- 
fully searching out all such objects, 
and giving them local habitations 
and names. 











A portion of the funds collected 
at that time was used to purchase 
the ‘copyright of the original 
statue, created by Ernest Kunst, 
a German sculptor. 

In January, 1957, at the direction 
of Maj. Gen. Herbert B. Powell, 
commanding general of The In- 
fantry Center a German firm was 
commissioned to reproduce the 
monument. 

On July 21 a fund-raising cam- 
paign was started to secure the 
$3500 needed tio complete the 
project. Each officer and enlisted 
man at Benning contributed 25 
cents to the “Follow Me Fund” 
in order to bring this memorial to 
the Infantryman to the home of 
the Infantry at Benning. The post 
had been selected as the perma- 
nent site for the statue by a poll 
taken among military personnel. 

At the Infantry Center, the 
statue is being ‘mounted on a new- 
ly built pedestal as a perpetual 
monument to the everlasting glory 
of the Infantryman. ”

T’S NO SECRET that a major failing of American cars in 
recent years has been their stopping ability. More power- 
ful engines, greater weight and the trend to smaller wheels 


have been among the factors which 
have helped cause serious head- 
aches among brake engineers. 

While almost every other facet 
of U.S. automotive design has been 
moving ahead, progress in braking 
systems has been static. There ac- 
tually had been no change in, basic 
brake designs in more than two de- 
cades in this country. Refinements 
and improvements have been made, 
true, but mainly they involved in- 
creasing brake shoe widths, dif- 
ferent lining materials and the like. 
Such measures, along with power 
braking, have helped but certainly 
more has been needed. 

That’s why it is so encouraging 
to take a look at the new aluminum- 
and-cast-iron brake drum Buick is 
using for 1958. Not just a half- 
hearted attempt to keep up with 
added power and weight, this step 
is a real landmark in passenger car 
brake history!

OTHER MAKES have more that 
is new to talk about — and adver- 
tise — for 1958, but on basic merit 
there is nothing more important in 
this model year than Buick’s vastly 
superior brakes. 

Vastly superior? You’re darn 
right! Actual road tests, not just 
theory, proved it. Past experience 
has proved to us that contemporary 
American cars are sadly lacking in 
stopping ability. A favorite test 
used to check brakes is to start 
from a standstill, accelerate to 60 
mph and simulate a panic stop — 
then accelerate back to 60 mph and 
do it again. And soon. Very few 
cars will stand this kind of treat- 
ment for more than four or five 
stops without showing some kind 
of bad effects. 

More pedal pressure will be 
required for each stop after the 
first few. The car will start 
pulling to one side, sometimes so 
badly that a serious accident 
could result under actual traffic 
conditions. No standard U.S. car 
we have checked in recent years 
will stand a full series of 10 
such stops without losing a great 
deal, if not all, of its stopping 
power. 

That’s what made the results of 
such a test on a 1958 Buick equip- 
ped with these new brakes so im- 
pressive. It survived 10 panic stop 
from 60 mph with almost no ill ef- 
fects — and apparently was cap- 
able of surviving at least 10 more 
with no strain. 

Slightly more pedal pressure was 
required after the first three or 
four stops, but effort required held 
steady after that point until the test 
series was completed. The test car 
consistently stopped in a straight 
line and in distances much shorter

than normal for other current 
models.

THE BRAKING SYSTEM used 
by Buick is basically conventional 
in design. It incorporates nothing 
as exotic as the discs we have 
heard a good deal about, and which 
are used widely in racing cars. Ex- 
cept for the drums, Buick brakes 
are very similar to those used in 
practically all other American cars. 
And the idea of using aluminum in 
combination with cast iron for 
brake drums is not something 
Buick dreamed up just recently. 

Any type of brake is pretty much 
like a heat engine in reverse. In- 
stead of producing heat, or energy, 
it must be capable of absorbing or 
storing same. How much heat can 
be stored or absorbed obviously de- 
pends-on how much can be thrown 
off readily by passing it off to the 
atmosphere. Thus, the problem 
can be resolved to just how much 
heat can be conducted by a given 
brake material Within a given 
period of time. (This is a bit of an 
oversimplification, but is actually 
valid in this case.) 

It’s a pretty well-known fact that 
aluminum is a much better conduc- 
tor of heat than cast iron. This, 
then, is the reason for the effective- 
ness of Buick’s 1958 brakes. 

Aside from brakes, what does the 





1958 offer? The model tested vas 
a Roadmaster and it, like all ¢x- 
cept the new longer Limited series 
cars, was a rather extensively face- 
lifted version of the 1957 model. 

Engine is the same 364-cubic-inch 
V-8 used in 1957 and this would 
indicate that performance was vir- 
tually unchanged. . That proved to 
be the case. Average of a number 
of 0-60 mph acceleration tests was 
10.5 seconds, very close to results 
of similar checks made on a Road- 
master one year ago. 

As far as styling is concerned, 
Buick got an entirely new body 
shell for 1957, so was limited to 
a facelift for this year. Disap- 
pointing public reception of 1957 
styling resulted in more exten- 
sive changes in appearance than 
probably had been planned, 
There is a bit too much ornamen- 
tation on all models to suit us and 
personal experience has proved 
the new grille to be hard to clean. 
There is no denying that 1958 
Buicks have a more massive ap- 
pearance than ever, though. 

One of Buick’s big selling points 
has always been its extremely soft, 
comfortable ride. Buick buyers 
invariably point to this factor as a 
major reason they like the car. 
They will not be disappointed in 
the new models. 

To sum up, Buicks for 1958 have 
pretty much the same characteris- 
tics identified with them in re- 
cent years with the one very im- 
portant asset of a greatly improved 
braking system — which is stand- 
ard on all but Specials and, we 
now understand,-can also be or- 
dered as an extra-cost option on 
that lowest-priced series.

Affects Our Strategy 


STRATEGY AND COMPROMISE, By Samuel Eliot 
Morison. Little, Brown & Co., 34 Beacon Street, Boston

us little book grew out of lectures the noted Navy historian Mori- 

son found time to deliver between his book-writing tasks. It is 
definitely not as profound as Rear Adm. Morison’s campaign histories, 
the last of which:(The Invasion of France and Germany) we had the 
pleasure of reading and reviewing this past summer. 
But “Strategy and Compromise” is interesting for 
all that. 

It reviews the manner in which the top Brit- 
ish and American military and civilian heads reached 
agreement on the manner of conducting World War 
II. This in itself. gives interesting insight inte 
our top leaders’ characters. 

Example: Prime Minister Churchill, still at- 
tempting in January, 1944, to get the allies to make 
a landing on Rhodes, “To which Gen. Marshall, with 
an outburst of profanity very unusual for him, re- 
plied, ‘No American is going to land on that goddam 
island!’ And that was that.” 

The major strategic conflicts, of course, were

over whether we should launch hit-and-run attacks on the Axis perime- 


ter or go into France. The British, mindful of their casualties of 
World War I, wanted the former. They succeeded in postponing the 
“big” invasion while bogging us down in Italy. 

Yet, overall, Morison maintains both Allies made very few errors 
in strategic decisions. The only one he definitely pinpoints was going 
into Africa on three fronts — Casablanca, Oran, Algiers — instead 
of concentrating on Tunisia. He does wish the war with Japan had 
lasted long enough to permit our forces to accept Japanese surrender 
in China and permit MacArthur to carry out his planned liberation of 
the Dutch East Indies 

Morrison's estimation of Britich and American war leaders: Gen- 
erally high. Many of them made mistakes, but in the give and take 
of conferences, sound decisions almost invariably prevailed. 

He notes how British military chiefs would often cable Marshal 
Dill in America to get Gen. Marshall to get Roosevelt to talk Churchill 
out of some plan, and how Churchill in turn tried to get Roosevelt to 
talk his military chiefs out of a decision. Morison remarks: “A strange 
way to handle the strategy of a war, indeed! 

“But it seemed to work,” he continued, “It could never have 
worked except for the close, almost brotherly relations established 
between Dill, who had the very highest wisdom and tact, and Marshall, 
who recalls George Washington for integrity of character and com- 
plete honesty. Nor could it have worked without . . . the high political 
sense and the capacity to distinguish good advice from bad that char- 
acterized Franklin D. Roosevelt; or . the energy, the inspiring lead- 
ership and the capacity (after endless argument) to yield to good ad- 
vice that characterized Winston Churchill.” 

I cannot resist pointing out one little discrepancy in Morison’s 
book. Page 30: “The American promises of war production, in 1942, 
seems to the British oversanguine, even fantastic...” Page 49: “The 
general idea in Britain (in 1942) seems to have been that America had 
an inexhaustible pool of manpower, weapons, landing craft, aircraft 
and other lethal weapons.”

Also be- 
cause of the additional freedom (no charts to read) 
and because so many of these include stirring tenor 
solos by Webster that ought to make a good many 
people wonder why in the world only a tiny hand- 
ful of so-called jazz “critics” rank this truly great 
musician as one of the very best of all tenor men. 
Webster is typically superb throughout the album. 

Because there is so much music on these four 
LPs, it is impossible to point out “highlights.” 
However, I doubt if “Sophisticated Lady,” certain- 
ly one of Ellington’s most endearing and most dis- 
tinctive melodies, has ever received better treat- 
ment than it receives from Ella.. The same, prob- 


ably, may be said of “Mood Indigo” and “Love 
You Madly,” among others 
And note Webster’s solo on “Cottontail.” This, 


gentlemen, is tenor saxophone playing as one very 
rarely hears it today when too many tenor men all 
sound alike and all sound timid, as if afraid of dis 
similarity and emotion. 

Ella is an exceptional singer because she always 
sings in time and in tune, no easy task, but this 
only begins to explain why she is the favorite singer 
of most musicians. Ella also has taste, a sense of 
dynamics, what musicians term ‘a beat,” a natural 
and completely unpretentious and gimmickless man- 
ner of singing, a deep and feelingful love of music. 

As Mrs, David Frisina, wife of the concert mas- 
ter of the Los Angeles Philharmonic, once said: 
“Elia Fitzgerald could sing the Van Nuys telephone 
directory with a broken jaw and make it sound good. 
And that is a particularly dull telephone directory.” 

Although this writer enjoys at least one other 
singer as much or more than Ella — because of 
environment, approach, point of view, genes, who 
knows why? — it is easy to agree with Bing Crosby, 
who said: “Man, woman or child, Ella is the 
greatest.”

“Hope of improvement in the 
early future,” says the Monthly 
Letter of the First Nationa] City 
Bank of New York, “rests largely 
on two possibilities. One is that 
the usual spring pickup will check 
the down trend. The other is that in 
many lines the decline in industrial 
operstions has brought production 
so far beluw consumption, and is 
cutting inventories so satisfactorily 
that a larger output will be called 
for.” 

That latter condition involves a 
situation which 
is unique as re- 
cessions go, and 
makes it hard 
for the prog- 
nosticator. Usu- 
ally the consum- 
er gets all the 
blame for not 
consuming. 

During Janu- 
ary and Febru- 
ary lack of steel 
orders drove 
production down to less than 1.5, 
million tons per week. This is 40 
percent below the amount turned 
out per week a year ago. 


However “lack of orders” doesn’t 
indicate a lack of basic demand be- 
cause reduction of “consumption” 
in that period was only about 11 
per cent, Fabricaters were simply 
reducing their stocks. This can’t go 
on indefinitely. 

Meanwhile, the Government is 
moving as fast as such a great 
body can move, to hike its Defense 
demands. Congress is prodding the 
Government to step up its obliga- 
tions and is increasing appropria- 
tions where necessary. But it isn’t 
lack of funds that bothers the Con- 
gressmen-—it’s the difficulty in 
getting the Department to spend 
them. This applies especially to the 
Defense Department which claims

To get this large refund, the so- 
called tax expert pads out such de- 
ductions as interest paid, dona- 
tions to charity, local taxes, church 
giving and medical expenses.

In some cases, this kind of fly- 
by-night operator will get you to 
sign the blank tax return and bland- 
ly tell you that he will take care of 
everything. The taxpayer then pays 
him the amount of money for the 
tax due, plus his regular fee. But 
later, after the taxpayer has left his 
office, the phony will claim addi- 
tional deductions in order to fur- 
ther reduce the amount of tax to be 
paid and pocket the difference.

French scientist. whose 1878 theory 
of cellular evolution belongs to the 
Darwinian school. 
Jules is remarkably modest 
about his accomplishments, but 
zoology is his pet subject and he 
would like to be remembered as 
the man who solved the age old 
question: which came first, the 
chicken or the egg?

Upure Mark Twain’s weather about which people talked 
but did nothing, the anti-big-car growling seems to be 


producing some action, Even 
argument with the often argumen- 
tative (Methodist) Bishop Oxnam 
sounding off resoundingly before 
a thousand clerical and lay con- 
ference delegates in his Washing- 
ton area. 

Attacking the errors of “stum- 
bling capitalism” the Bishop said: 

“A few more eggheads in the 

automobile industry to supplant 
the blockheads who have designed 
our recent cars would be in our 
national interest. 
‘“Who are the madmen who 
build cars so long they cannot be 
parked and so powerful that no 
man dare use the horsepower 
available?” 

Coincidentally, J. A. Livingstone, 
the financial columnist, who spices 
his political economy with classi- 
eal quotations from Pliny to Alice 
in Wonderland, ponders the possi- 
bility that “the entire economics 
of the auto industry is headed for 
a change.” He suggests that per- 
haps “cars with different func- 
tions rather than different looks 
and styles are wanted,” and not 
higher prices for more gadgets. 
He also reminds us that American 
Motors “caught the tide of dissatis- 
faction with the Big Three stan- 
dardization” with its Rambler. 
What’s in the public mind? Living- 
stone suggests: 

“Some people have switched 
from the Big Three cars for econ- 
omy; some, because they just don’t 
want big cars; some, because a

Generally, civil service people 
can hold non-partisan political of- 
fices. But they cannot take part 
in elections where either of the 
two major political parties are in- 
volved, : 

However, Section 16 of the Hatch 
Act allows the Civil Service Com- 

. mission to make special excep- 
tions in the area of the nation’s 
capital or im municipalities where 
the ma of the voters are em- 
ployed by federa] government. 
The CSC has to give a special rul- 
ing in each ease.’ 

This they have now done in. 
Portsmouth, Va. 

Examples of such exceptions are 
popping up more frequently and 
it is evident the government is tak- 
ing a more lenient attitude toward 
such activity. There has been a 
good deal of pressure of late to let 
federal employees become more 
active politically. There have even 
been bills in Congress to loosen 
the Hatch Act restrictions. 


THE PORTSMOUTH. CASE in- 
volved city councilman William E. 
Hinton who was elected two years 
ago in a non-partisan election. But 
this year the Democratic party an- 
nounced it would run a slate of 
candidates and it looked as if Mr. 
Hinton’s political career was over. 
He’s an employee in the Naval 
shioyard in Portsmouth. 

But the city council, aided by 
the district’s Congressman, Porter 
Hardy Jr., got the CSC to look into 
the case and CSC finally decided. 
Mr. Hinton could run. It approved 
his participation under Section 16 
which allows special exceptions 
when it is deemed “in the domestic 
interest of the ‘persons who re- 
side” in the area. 

Some observers feels this is an- 
other giant step to making such 
exceptions automatic on the mu- 
nicival level. 

There appears to. be some con- 
fusion’ in Portsmouth as to how 
much freedom Mr. Hinton has in 
the coming campaign. As we get 
it, from an expert on the Hatch 
Act, the situation is this: a 

He can run, provided he runs 
as an independent candidate. He 
cannot identify himself with either 
political party nor should he solicit 
the endorsement of either party. 
His campaign has.to be non-parti- 
san; he eannot run on or identify 
himself with any party platform. 
He cannot be part of a slate if it 
includes representatives’ of a poli- 
tical party. 

What does he do if he happens 
to believe in the same things the 
party does? Well, Mr. Hinton is 
writing the Civil Service Commis- 
sion about | that. : 
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THERE WILL BE no action on 
the classified pay faise bill until 
sometime after the Easter recess— 
which ends April 14... . It is said 
that they never go back to Poca- 
tello, but it’s @ nice place to be 
for wage board employees right 
now.

dresses, suits and gowns they 
bought six or seven years ago, 
and longer. They don’t apologize, 
they feel well-dressed in them. 
The reason is that these gar- 
ments were of permanently well- 
cut lines originally. They haven’t 
gone out of style because they 
weren’t fad-fashion. 

The sack, the barrel, the bell- 
outfit, the cocoon, the balloon, the 
trapeze, the relaxed chemise, the 


demi-chemise . . . all do absolutely 
nothing good for the average 
figure.. For the less than average 


figure they point up every flaw. 
Let’s examine a few. Take the 
chemise, favorite basic dress of de- 
signers. This begins in a narrow- 
shouldered effect, graduates to non- 
fitted lines as it hy-passes the waist 
and hips and ends in an ungraceful 
hobble effect just below the knees. 
No pleasing detail, no suggestion 
of feminine curves, nothing to at- 
tract an admiring eye. 

The sack is worse. It begins 
with somewhat squared shoul- 
ders and sticks to its potato sack 
proportions until it ends. Often 
this one has a large bow in front 
or back, emphasizing the stomach 
or derriere. Its unnatural waist 
line throws proportions off by six 
inches or more, making the 
wearer look about four feet tall. 

The bucket-seat-look is by far 

the worst of all. This one falls 
straight, full and unflattering from 
its cowled neckline in back to a 
heavy bunching of material just be- 
low seat level, where it is tightly 
drawn in and held together by an 
out-sized bow. The effect is bot- 
tom-heavy and ugly.

When these dresses were intro- 
duced, prices ranged from $39.95 
up. By the pre-Christmas sales 
they had dropped to $14.95.

The billeting office maintains a 
card file listing gon rentals 
whieh are called in landlords 
wanting to rent to Army families. 


Fort Holabird, Md. 


FAMILY men are advised to pre- 
cede their dependents to Hola- 
bird because, says the billeting of- 
fice, “it takes some scouting to ob- 
iain suitable housing for families.” 
On the post, there are only 15 
sets of government quarters for 
officers, 20 for enlisted men. These 
unfurnished quarters are assigned 
io personnel occupying priority 
jobs on post. 

Apartments can be found in Bal- 
iimore, with oné bedréom units 
starting at about $60. 
room units start at about. $70, 
ihree bedroom apartments range 
between $90 and $130 a month. 

About a dozen families live in 
off-post trailer parks, none on the 
post. 

The post guest house has 19 
rooms, on which there is a three- 
day limit. 


Fort Hood, Tex. 


(THERE is a one to five month 

wait for on-post housing at 
Fort Hood, where the housing situ- 
ation is described as “only fair.” 

There are 115 sets of government 
quarters for officers, 600 for EM. 
In addition, there are 279 Wherry 
units for officers, 289 for enlisted 
men. The post can furnish all of 
these units. 

Five hundred units of Capehart 
housing now are under design, and 
this should ease the housing pinch 
in the future: In this new project, 
154: units will be for officers, 346 
for enlisted men. 

Thousands of Hood families live 
in such civilian communities as Kil- 
leen, Copperas Cove, Lampasas, 
Gatesville, Belton and Temple. The 
billeting office reports that there 
is a housing shortage within a rea- 
sopable commuting distance of the 
post. 








IN THIS AREA one bedroom un- 
furnished apartments cost $65 to 
$75 a month, about $10 more with 
furnishings. Two bedreom units 
start at $75, go up to about $95 a 
month. Three bedroom quarters 
cost about $85 to $95 a month, un- 
furnished, and from $100, and up, 
furnished. 

Hundreds of Hood families live 
in trailers in the area, although the 
pest does not have its own trailer 
park, 

The PX operates three guest 
heuses, containing 120 single 
spaces, In addition, the NCO Open 
Mess operates one guest house 
with 40 spaces. Unless there are 
unusual circumstances, there is a 
three-day limit on guest house oc- 
cupancy. 


Hot Springs, Ark. 


‘THE ARMY and Navy .Hospital 
here has only 10 sets of govern- 
ment quarters for officers, ‘for 
which the waiting period is six 
months to a year. It also has 10 
sets of quarters for EM, for which 
the waiting period is about six 
months. 
_ Most Army families assigned 
here live in Hot Springs, where 
apartments are readily available. 
Some one bedroom units can be had 
for as little as $30 a month. Two 
bedroom units cost between $40 
and $75; three bedroom places cost 
between $60 and $100 a month.

Fort Sam Houston, Tex. 


Fort SAM headquarters recent- 

ly put out a news release on 
the housing situation there. It 
says: 

“Seven hundred and ninety-two 
sets of quarters are available to en- 
listed men stationed on Fort Sam 
Houston, according to Col. Henry 


F. Taylor, commander. A break- 
down of these reveals: 
“There are no one-bedroom 


houses, either on post or at Sam 
Houston Village Number One or 
Number Two, Wherry housing 
projects, or at Dodd Field, where 
there are 178 sets of temporary 
quarters. 

“One hundred and forty perma- 
nent type quarters, for noncommis- 
sioned officers only, line both sides 
of Patch and Chaffee Roads. One 
-hundred of these are allocated to 
Brooke Army Medica] Center per- 
sonnel, 27 to Headquarters Fourth 
Army, and 13 to Fort Sam. 

“How does a noncommis- 
sioned officer acquire one of 
these units? Fort Sam Houston 
personnel go to the billeting of- 
fice at post headquarters and get 

their name on the list. When a 

name reaches the tep of the list 

that man is notified that the 
next set of available quarters 
are his. 


“However, at Headquarters 
Fourth Army and Brooke Army 
Medical Center, quarters are as- 
signed by date of rank. 

“The 178 sets of temporary quar- 
ters at Dodd Field are assigned 
on availability basis. There is no 
breakdown between officer and en- 
listed personnel, nor is there a 
breakdown in allocation ‘of units 
for Fourth Army, Brooke Army 
Medical Center or Fort Sam per- 
sonnel. 

“This is true, tee, at the twa 
Wherry projects, with one ex. 
ception. There is a breakdewh. 
between officer and enlisted’ 
Two hundred houses are set 
aside at Wherry Number Two 
and 275 at Wherry. Number one 
for enlisted personnel. 

“The fact that there is always 
a long list of applicants for per- 
manent noncom quarters attests to 
their popularity. Built during the 
depression years, these houses 
have always been kept in first class 
repair.”

HERE ARE some additional facts 
about the post. The waiting period 
for post quarters for officers is 
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found in a week to 10 days.

In the San Antonio area about 
1000 families live in adequate 
housing, another 500 or so live in 
what is officially described as ‘‘sub- 
standard housing.”

The post has 169 sets of govern- 
ment quarters for officers, 386 for 
enlisted men. There are 212 addi- 
tional Wherry units for officers, 
530 for EM. Permanently-assigned 
officers can expect to wait 30 to 
45 days for temporary quarters 
pending a move to permanent 
quarters later.

In some instances these 
standards set up are far beyond 
those that are necessary for the 
performance of duty by many cap- 
able and deserving officers. 


The inefficient officers should} All 


be released, I will agree. But first, 
each individual should be given 
the opportunity to use his knowl- 
edge and training. Many officers 
are, through no fault of their own, 
assigned duties that should not 
need an officer. Surplus officers 
are carried as surplus in medio- 
cre slots, and are not allowed to 
accept any responsibilities or com- 
mand functions in accordance with 
their grade. 


Company commanders should be 
allowed disciplinary powers that 
are now assigned to field grade 
officers. Let the services revert 
back to the status in which the 
company commander had a wide 
field of jurisdiction in manners of 
discipline, assignment, etc. of 
personnel assigned to him. 

The above can also apply to mas- 
ter sergeants and first three grad- 
ers. “Assign EM to worthwhile 
duty, let us do away with the keep- 
ing of first three graders in medi- 
ocre slots. There should be no 
reason for the Army having large 
numbers of personnel surplus, if 
personnel are assigned properly 
and if GI would operate it as it is 
set up to operate. Proper utiliza- 
tion of personnel should be main- 
tained at all times. 

As servicemen and taxpayers, we 
are interested in keeping the costs 
of government and defense down 
to a minimum, and we wish to re- 
ceive in payment for the dollars 
we are playing, loyal and efficient 
service. Only by a thorough going 
over of current policies can this 
be accomplished. 

Possible solutions: 

Allow officers to volunteer for 
line and other duty assignments, 
without a swamping of paper work 
through channels. Majority of re- 
quests for assignments are, in most 
instances, returned without any 
action or vacancies reported as 
filled. 

Allow all enlisted men, first three 
graders, to choose duty assignments 
at stations desired. If overseas 
duty is requested, allow EM to stay 
in theater requested as long as he 
desires. Do away with length of 
stays now in effect. Millions of dol- 
lars are spent needlessly on the 
transporting of dependents and 
household goods of EM who would 
stay in overseas assignments. 

Dislocation allowance should be 





increased. Every time an officer 


or enlisted person is moved, it 
costs him an amount far in excess 
of any dislocation allowance. 
Require that all sections down 
as far as company level be main- 
tained at authorized strength only. 
excesses then should be as- 
signed to units where needed. ~ 
The majority of officers and en- 
listed men feel no satisfaction in 
drawing pay and not giving a good 
return of work in exchange for 
same. Nor igs it beneficial. morally 


or physically to have EM in a si 
ation where they know that 
contributions to the welfare of the 
country is stymied by no fault of 
their own. :

Views Still Conflict 
On Double Jeopardy 


FORT DETRICK, Md.—lIn read- 
ing SFC Nowinski’s recent article 
regarding “Double Jeopardy” and 
his apparent misunderstanding of 
our system of Federalism, I would 
like to add a few comments taken 
from one of my old textbooks, 
“Leading Constitutional Decisions,” 
by Dr. Robert E. Cushman, Pro- 
fessor of Government, Cornell Uni- 
versity. : 

Dr. Cushman in his opening re- 
marks states: 


“Under our federal system of 
government every person is sub- 
ject to the criminal jurisdiction of 
two separate governments, the state 
and the national. It is entirely 
possible, therefore, for a single act 
to constitute an offense upon the 
statutes of the United States and 
at the same time to be punishable 
under state law.” 

There follows the case of United 
States v Lanza-260 U.S. 377; 67 L. 
Ed. 314; 43 Sup. Ct. 141. 1922. Chief 
Justice Taft delivered the opinion 
of the Court, parts of which are 
quoted here: 

“Each government (state and na- 
tional) in determining what shall 
be an Offense against its peace and 
dignity, is exercising its own sov- 
ereignty, not that of the other. It 
follows that an act denounced as 
a crime by both national and state 
sovereignties is an offense against 
the peace and dignity of both, and 
may bé punished by each.”

reach O-4 or otherwise attain a 
higher rate of pay their pay be 
what the Career Compensation Act 
would pay for the grade and total 
service, plus six percent. 

In other words, instead of the 
one-shot six percent raise pro- 
posed for this group by Defense 
there would be further, modest 
increases at each longevity point. 


OUR CONCLUSION will be 
brief. 

In six articles we have discussed 
those portions of the Cordiner Plan 
which we think faulty. 

It may well be that some of our 
proposals are equally faulty. If 
that is so, the correct answer may 
be reached in the give-and-take of 
legislative hearings. 

And that — a careful, critical 
study of the Cordiner Plan—is the 
important thing. For the plan has 
been presented and ballyhooed as 
the complete, perfect package. And 
we think we have amply demon- 
strated, even though some of our 
counter-proposals may be unfeasi- 
ble, that the Cordiner plan is any- 
thing but that! 

Finally, we think the Cordiner 
proponents harm, rather than help, 
the cause of the military when they 
lobby for enactment. of the plan 
“as is.” For the legislators are be- 
coming aware of the bugs and they 
are bound to suspect the entire 
product of those who insist, despite 
ample evidence to the contrary, 
that the defects aren’t there.
